Quarentine. 


I. Stat. 7 G. c. z. Sect. 1. During the Preſent Infection, 
and in all future Times when any Country or Place ſhall be 
infected with the Plague; all Ships, Perſons, Goods and 
Merchandizes imported in fuch Ships, into any Port or Place 
within Great Britain or Ireland, or the Iſles of Guernſey, Fer- 
ſey, Alderney, Sark or Man, from any Place ſo infected, or 
from any Place, the Inhabitants whereof are known to trade or 
correſpond with any Country aCtually infected, or from an 
Place from whence his Majeſty, wich the Advice of his Pri- 
ry Council, ſhall judge it probable that the Infection may 
be brought, ſhall be obliged to make their Quarentine in 
ſuch Place, for ſuch Time, and in ſuch Manner as ſhall be 
directed by his Majeſty, by his Order made in his Privy 
Council, and notify'd by Proclamation ; and rill ſuch Ships, 
Perſons and Goods ſhall have perform'd and be diſcharged 
from ſuch Quarentine, no Perſons or Goods ſhall be brought 
on Shore, or go or be put on Board any other Ship, in any 
Place within his Majeſty's Domimons, unlets in ſuch Cafes, 
and with ſuch proper Licence, as ſhall be directed by Order, 
made by his Majeſty in Council, and notify'4 as aforeſaid ; 
And all ſuch Ships, Perſons, and Goods, and all Ships, Vet- 
ſels, Boats and Perſons, receiving any Goods or Perſons out 
of the ſame, ſhall be ſubje& ro ſuch Orders concerning Qua- 
rentine, and the Prevention of Infection, as ſhall be made by 
the King in Council, and norify'd by Proclamation. 

II. Se&#. 2. When any Country ſhall be infected, and any 
Order concerning Quarentine, and the Prevention of Infec- 
tion, ſhall be made by his Majeſty, and notity'd as aforeſaid ; 
as often as any Ship ſhall attempt to enter into any Port, the 
Principal Officer of the Cnſtoms in ſuch Porr, and ſuch 
Perſon as ſhall be authorized ro ſee Quarantine perform'd, 
ſhall go off, or cauſe ſome other Perſon to be appointed by 
him, to go off to ſuch Ship; and ſhall at convenient Diſtance, 


demand of the Perſon having Charge of ſuch Ship, who 
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ſhall upon ſuch Demand give a true Account of the follow: 
ing Particulars, viz. The Name of the Ship; The Name of 
the Commander; At what Place the Cargo was taken on 
Board; What Places the Ship touch'd at in her Voyage; Whe- 
ther ſuch Places, or any, and which of them vere infected; 
How long the Ship had been in her Paſſage ; How many 
Perſons were on Board when the Ship ſet Sail; Whether any, 
and what Perſons, during the Voyage, had been, or ſhall 
then infected; How many died in the Voyage, and of what 
Diſtemper; What ＋ he or any of his Company went on 
board, or had any of their Company come on board his 
Ship in the Voyage; To what Place ſuch Ships belong'd; 
and alſo the true Contents of his Lading. And in Caſe it ap- 

ar on ſuch Examination, or otherwiſe, that any Perſon on 
— be infected, then it ſhall be lawful for the Officers of 
any — of War, or of any Forts or Garriſons, and all o- 
ther his Majeſty's Officers, whom it may concern, on Notice 
thereof given to them, and for any other Perſons whom 
they ſhall call to their Aſſiſtance, to reſiſt the Entrance of 
ſuch Ship into any Port or Place ; and to oblige ſuch Ship 
to depart out of the ſame, and to uſe all neceſſary Means 
for either of the ſaid Purpoſes, be it by firing of Guns up- 
on ſuch Ship, or any other Kind of Force and Violence 
whatſoever. And if ſuch Ship ſhall cone from any Place 
viſited with the Plague, or have any infected Perſon on 
Board, and the Maſter, Sc. ſhall not diſcover the ſame, he 
ſhall be adjudg'd Guilty of Felony, and ſuffer Death as in 
Caſes of Felony, without Benefit of Clergy. And if ſuch 
Maſter, Sc. ſhall, upon ſuch Demand made, not make a 
true Diſcovery, in any other of the Particulars before men- 
tion'd, he ſhall forfeit 200 J. one Moiety to the Crown, and 
the other to him who will ſue for the ſame in any of the 
Courts of Record at We-ftmirfter, Edinhurzl. or Dublin, or in 
the proper Courts of Guern/ty, Feiſey, Alderney, Sark, or

III. Seck. 3. If any Maſter, or other Perſon, having the 
Charge of a Ship liable to perform Quarentine, ſhall quit, 
or permit any Seaman or Paſſenger to quit ſuch Ship, by 
going on Shore, or on board any other Veſſel, before ſuch 
Quarentine be fully perform'd, unleſs: in ſuch Caſes, and by 
proper Licence, as ſhall be directed by the Order made con-

Ship and the Lading to be convey d into the Place appoint-
